~Dominguez Ranch Zoning Approved 


Yorba Linda City Council Monday 
night passe@ unanimously on first 
reading an ordinance permanently 
placing PC (planned community) 
zoning on the Dominguez ranch, 
annexed to the city earlier this year. 

Adoption of the zone-change 
ordinance climaxed extensive hear- 


ings by the planning commission on © 


the plans of the developer, C. 
Michael, Inc., for developing the 
37S-acre tract, presently the city’s 
easternmost extension. 

In general, the developer 
proposes building three small lakes 
in the southernmost portion of the 
property, a flat area lying between 
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the eastern extension of Esperanza 
and the old Anaheim Union Water 
Co. canal. 

Condominium-type units will be 
clustered around the lakes, with 
small-boat activities available to 
residents on the northernmost of the 
three. 

Projected population for the ‘‘lake 
village’ is 900-1500, spokesman Bill 
Phillips told the council. The 
development in all will comprise a 
maximum of 1020 dwellings. 

North of the canal, single-family 
residences are projected, to be built 
in valleys and along hilltops. The 
uppermost portion will be given over 


to an open, equestrian development, 
Phillips said. 

The first stage of the development 
will incorporate the lake village and 
the lower valley-home area. The 
remainder of the land will be 
developed in two stages, going 
south-to-north. 

In addition to the lakes, the first 
stage is to include, at the behest of 
the planning commission, a public 
park located at the northern limit of 
the stage area. Later stages will 
include other parks. 

A shopping center and a school 
site are included in the proposed 
second stage, set roughly in the 


middle of the long, narrow strip of 
land on a projected extension of 
Weir Canyon Road. 

Although little objection was 
voiced by councilmen either to the 
zone change itself or to the 
environmental-impact report ac- 
companying it, concerns previously 
expressed by planning commission- 
ers were repeated to provide the 
developer with guidance on what 
would be required when specific 
plans are presented for the 
development. 

‘I think it would be nice if you 
grassed in those lakes,’’ said Mayor 
Henry Wedaa, protesting the 


remoteness of the first-stage park 
from the densely populated lake 
village. ‘‘You don’t have the parks 
where the people are going to be.’’ 

Wedaa also expressed disappoint- 
ment at the size of the lakes, 
referring to them on_ several 
occasions as ‘‘ponds.’’ 

Access to the development also 
bothered the mayor, who wondered 
whether Esperanza would be wide 
enough to accommodate generated 
traffic and who voiced foreboding 
over problems arising over limited 
access, chiefly through the intersec- 
tion of Esperanza and Imperial. 

Councilman Irwin Fried warned of 
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problems caused by the noise of 
trains by-passing the site south of 
Esperanza, a concern shared by 
Wedaa and Councilman Dale 
Chaput. 

Referring to the ‘‘eyesore created 
by Anaheim’ (at a _ nearby 
development), Chaput termed the 
developer’s plan to diminish noise 
with a berm surmounted by a wall 
‘“‘unacceptable.”’ 

Further apprehensions were 
voiced over adequacy of roads within 
the development and acceptability 
of grading. All such concerns will 
have to be satisfied when the

The year long anticipation of the 
parade, which is the highlight of the 
city’s anniversary of incorporation 
nine years ago, did not result in any 
disappointments. 

Although a few entries did not 
participate those that did treated the 
crowds to a fine show. 

Several of the school bands and 
drill teams took advantage of the 
non-competitive nature of the 
parade. Rather than dressing in 
their usual uniforms, they wore 
Halloween Costumes which reflect- 
ed the theme of Fiesta Days, 
‘‘Halloween Happenings.’’

Upper K ‘City’ 
Moves Ahead 


It was an agonizing decision and 
one which received a 3-2 vote 
approval but Shappell Industries 
and S&S Construction Company got 
the go ahead on pursuing its plans to 
build a Planned Community on the 
Upper K Ranch. 

The 2,300 dwellings proposed 
would add an estimated 7,000 
residents to Yorba Linda when 
occupied. This is approximately 
one-third of the present population. 


The development is bounded by 
Esperanza Road and Fairmont Blvd. 
on the south and west and open land 
to the north and east. 

The commission and the devel- 
opers hassled over the zoning and 
development concept through sev- 
eral hearings. The commission kept 
trying to nail down the specifics with 
developers arguing only generalities 
at this stage. 

In the final analysis, it was a 
pre-annexation agreement made 
between the city and the property 


owners in 1974 that convinced a 
commission majority that, although 
the concept was not what they 
envisioned the project would be, 
they had an obligation to approve it. 

Commissioners Howard Eriksen 
and William Kittredge cast the 
dissenting votes on recommending 
approval of the Planned Community 
(PC) zoning to the City Council. 

Voting in favor were Commission- 
ers Carolyn Ewing, Robert Clemmer 
and Chairman Ann Capron. The 
latter referred to the 1974 
agreement as vital but declared it to 
be an ‘‘expensive mistake.”’ 

The development will feature a 
man-made lake, a shopping center, 
schools, at least one church, 
recreation center, equestrian quar- 
ters, single family homes on varying 
lot sizes, condominiums, towne- 
houses and apartments. 

Horse, bicycle and hiking trails 
are included as well as five acres 
parks and natural open recreation 
areas.

Monday night’s action was 
necessary because, when the 
Dominguez ranch was annexed, a 
temporary PC zoning was placed on 
the land to meet legal needs for 
pre-annexation zoning.

PC zoning allows clustering units 
(such as condominiums) on 
commonly owned ground, as 
opposed to the one-unit-per-lot 
requirement of other residential 
zoning categories.

The Seattle Story 


The Yorba Linda School District’s 
application for funds under the 
newly enacted Federal work law was 
filed in Seattle by Deputy 
Superintendent J. Elton Patridge. 

Well, it wasn’t quite that routine, 
as Patridge explained to the Board of 
Trustees. 

To make sure that the application 
was filed on time the board had 
authorized Patridge to hand deliver 
the application to the proper 
authorities. He flew to Seattle with 
it. The board is hoping to get $2.8 
million towards its new district 
educational center. 

On Monday Patridge set out from 
his hotel to find the federal building 
he would have to be at on Tuesday. 
He thought it would be a short walk. 

‘Three miles later I found myself 
at the waterfront. The building was 
at 17000 West. I was at 17000 East.”’ 
Patridge finally got to the building 
but it was after S p.m. and just about 
all closed up. 

However, he got in and found 
three late working officials to talk to. 
They advised him to be at the 
building Tuesday at 8 a.m. Patridge 
played it safe and got there at 6 a.m. 
to find himself 24th in line. 

Patridge revealed that the 
representatives of governmental 
agencies from all over the West 
Coast had grown to such a large 


crowd that it required the efforts of 
three police officers to maintain 
control. 

On top of all the confusion it was 
raining and it was cold. Patridge, 
number 24, escaped those dis- 
comforts when all but the first 25 
applicants were required to leave 
the building because of fire 
regulations. 

Patridge said that most of the 
applicants ahead of him were in and 
out of the office of the Economic 
Development Committee in 20 to 30 
minutes. He said he was given a two 
and one-half hour hearing on the 
district’s application. 

Patridge felt this came about 
because the application was 
‘‘clean.’’ By this it meant it was 
developed to the point where it could 
be given serious consideration as the 
reason for the federal funding is to 
‘‘get dollars on the street’? by 
putting people to work immediately. 

The district officials said that by 
7:30 in the evening the crowd had 
grown much larger than it had been 
in the morning. He said some 
applications were so large they were 
brought in on dollies and that other 
agencies had anywhere from six to 
40 applications. 

Patridge said that an answer on 
the district application can be 
expected this week.

It was 
reported that the organizations had 
their best year ever as far as 
patronage was concerned. Some 
booths sold out their items in a short 
time and packed up and left. 

The newly instituted Talent Show, 
featuring young entertainers, was 
well attended and enthusiastically 
received. : 

As the excitement wound down on 
Main Street people gravitated to 
Nixon Park for the Chamber of 
Commerce prize drawings and to 


partake of the Rotary Club’s 
barbecue.

President, Lorraine Alley, perhaps 
summed up the event best. ‘‘It was 
neat, beautiful, I’m exhausted, I 
can’t wait until next year.’’ She 
voiced the sponsoring organiza- 
tion’s appreciation to everyone who 
participated in any way whatsoever.

(b)(1) shall conduct a bingo game only on property owned or leased by it, and which 
property is used by such organization for an office or for performance of 
the purposes for which the organization is organized 

(3) All bingo games shall be open to the public, not just to the members 
of the non-profit, charitable organization m 

(4) A bingo game shall be operated and staffed only by members of the 


non-profit, charitable organization which organized it

receive a profit, wage, or salary from any bingo game. Only the organization 
authorized to conduct a bingo game shall operate such game or participate 
in the promotion, supervision or any other phase of such game 

(5) No individual corporation, partnership, or other legal entity except the 
organization authorized to conduct a bingo game and holding a permit therefor 
shall hold a financial interest in the conduct of such bingo game 

(6) All profits derived from a bingo game shall be kept in a special fund or 
account and shall not be co-mingled with any other fund or account 

(7) No minor shall be allowed to participate in any bingo game.

(9) The total value of prizes awarded during the conduct of any bingo

(11) No person may serve, sell or consume any alcoholic beverage during 
the conduct of a bingo game pursuant to this Chapter on the property upon 
which said game is being conducted.
